Moreover, let the Reader review and con- 
ſider all Polititians, and they will grant, That 
Suprema Poteſtas eft in indivifibili poſfita, Su- 
premacy and Sovercignty is an indiviſible and 
undivided Entity. How can we ſhare it then 
amongſt more or many ? . 

Belides, That the Sovereignty of England 
is -an Entity undiviſible, I will offer the Ar- 
gument of one of our Furifts, and 'tis by way 
of Dilemms. :
